ices over the remains of Cardinal Man- 
ning were held in tho Brompton oratory 
yesterday. Admission to the oratory 
was by ticket only, for it would have 
been utterly impossible for the struc- 
ture to contain a hundredth part of the 
vast crowd who wore desirous of pay- 
ing- a last token of respect to the dead 
prolate. The crowd began to g-atherin 
the vicinity of tho oratory at an early 
hour, und every minute it pained in 
size. U was composed largely of work- 
ingmen and their families, and on every 
side couW be heard expressions of love 
for the man who had devoted so much 
of his time and talents to bringing 
about u betterment in their condition, 
and «ho having fought the good fight, 
had gone to his reward. 


"lie was good to the poor," people iu 


the crowd wero heard to exclaim. 
Hundreds of times was this repeated 
through the vast croud, many of the 
members of which had a personal 
knowledge of the kindness of heart of 
tho dead cardinal, who had taken in 
people of all religions. No higher praise 
could bo spoken of any man than that 
"ho WHS good to the poor," and the poor 
of London have goodicasonto mourn 
his loss. 


So dense was tin- crowd and so thick 


was tin- fog Hint traffic in the vicinity 
of the oratory was brought to a stand- 
still. 
Hundreds of mounted policemen 


and constables ou foot were present to 
maintain order, but they were seldom 
called upon to do more than speak 
kindly to the crowd to have their or- 
.Icrs obeyed. 


At ." o'clock matins and other serv- 


ices for tho dead wore said in tho ora- 
tory, where the body had been lying in 
state during Wednesday, having been 
removed from Westminster on Tuesday 
night. 
When the solemn mass of re- 


tjuiem was commenced the oratory was 
filled with notable personages repre- 
benting the church, the state and all 
political parties. The queen and the 
'rinco aud Princess of Wales wero

New York Visited by a Hall-Million Dol- 


lar Fire. 


NEW VOIIK, Jan. 22.—Just before 


noon yesterday fire was discovered in 
tho basement of the huge five-story 
building. 5 to 9 Union Square, occu- 
pied by Brentanos, importer of books 
and fancy goods; Schneider & Camp- 
bell, dealers in gas fixtures, lamps and 
fancy bronzes, and 0. K. W. Worms, 
dealer in diamonds and jewelry. The 
fire-evidently originated in the base- 
ment of Schneider & Campbell's and 
so rapid was its spread that the book- 
keeper of the firm found it an impossi- 
bility to get the insurance papers from 
the safe. The firemen were on the scene 
in but a few minutes, and realizing 
that they were unable to cope with the 
flames, a second alarm was turned in. 
The building is situated in the very 
heart of the fashionable shopping por- 
tion of the city, being flanked on one 
side by the famous Tiffany jewelry 
house, and on the right by the Lincoln 
office building, and the big plaza in 
the square opposite was soon filled 
with an immense crowd, which was far 
betterdressed than the usual fire crowd, 
ana who impeded the efforts of the 
firemen to a great extent, notwith 
standing the efforts of the police tc 
keep them beyond the ropes. 


Owing to the density of the smoke, 


and the comparative absence of flame, 
it was at first impossible for the fire- 
men to loeata the seat ofjtlie fire, and it 
was not until all the windows had been 
broken and fire had got a good start in 
every floor that the water tower began 
to throw streams on the fourth floor, 
the fireman at the same time attacking 
the blaze in the front and in the rear ol 
tlie building. 
Tiffany's building being separated 


from the neighboring building by a 
fireproof brick wall, erected by the in- 
surance companies in the event of such 
an emergency as the present, no atten- 
tion was paid to it by the firemen, who 
used it as a vantage ground from which 
to fight the flames in the adjoining 
building. 
It was a blind fight at first, as no 


flames could be seen, and at 12:45, the 
fire had evidently gained much head- 
way. Brentanos was soon on fire and 
the stock of valuable books deluged 
with water. An $800 Sevres vase in 
Worms' window was smashed by n 
fireman after breaking the platu glass 
to get at the flames. Soon the flames 
had reached Kheim's valuable dresses 
on the second and third floors, and then 
deserting the front of the building, ate 
their way through to the rear. 


All at once a lurid sheet of flame 


reached out from the burning building 
and curled outward to the Lincoln 
building; but streams of water had al- 
ready been turned on the top floor of 
the latter structure, and bat little dam- 
age was done.

Another Burning Ship Seen Near the 


Scene oi the One Eeported by 


the City ol Dundee. 


hoxDOX, 
Jan 
23 —The Imperial 


Pnncc, a British steamship which left 
New York on tho 4th inst , has arrived 
at Portland, on her way to Leith. 


Capt. Cox, her commander, reports 


that when the steamer -was in latitude 
48 degrees north, longitude 19 west, on 
the morning of January 16, at about 11 
o'clock, he saw clouds of smolsa and a 
volume 
of ilame 
which 
ascended 


heavenward as though caused by an 
explosion. He 
subsequently discov- 


ered that a ship was on fire quite a dis- 
tance away, and immediately made 
preparations to go to the rescue. A 
strong northwest gale prevailed at the 
time anil the sea was running high. 
Capt. Cox, however, could make but lit- 
tle headway towards the burning- ship, 
and, 
after a struggle of two hours or 


more with the elements, had to aban- 
don the project. 
Finally a heavy squall came up ami 


the atmosphere became so thick that 
tho ship in distress was lost tcj^ view. 
When the mist raised, no trace of the 
burning ship could be seen. 


It is the general opinion that the 


crew of the ship must have perished, as 
Capt. Cox says it would be impossible 
for a life-boat to live in the tempestu- 
ous sea that prevailed. Nothing could 
be found to indicate either the name or 
nationality ot the burned ship. 


It will be remembered that the City 


of Dundee, which arrived at Liverpool 
Wednesday, as stated in these dis 
patches, observed on the llth instant 
in latitude -13 north, longitude 43 west 
a large steamer on fire, but could no 
see any boats in the water nor the 
slightest sign of life about the burning 
ship.

L On the other bent), our great ships of 
war cannot get to Chili except by steam- 
ing many thousands of miles and run- 
ning the gauntlet of the Straits ot Ma- 
gellan, or turning Cape Horn in weather 
whioh is now becoming autumnal in that 
far southern latitude. 
Chili owns the 


territory clear to the Straits of Magellan, 
and undoubtedly is already constructing 
batteries at commanding points. It will 
also have the formidable war steamer 
Pratt in a few weeks to patrol the passage 
and resist, s fleet that should attempt to 
take the short out to the Pacific. 
There 


are probably now enough United States 
war-ships in the Pacific to blockade Val- 
paraiso and to guard transports in land- 
ing troopa at Iquiqne. But war both by 
land and sea should be short, sharp and 
decisive, and for that reason the qneation 
of getting our ships to stations off the 
harbors of the Chilian coat is one of 
superior importance and interest. 


Another Tin-Plato Item. 


Chicago Inter-Ocean: The Tin-plate 


Consumers' Association, whioh is an asso- 
ciation of importers and not of consum- 
ers, can find another answer to their 
query, "Has the price of plate advanced 
ID consequence of the tariff?" in the 
news of the bankruptcy of F. 0. Daven- 
port, who, not improbably, was one of 
their number. 


Mr, Davenport is an importer of tin- 


plate. He believed in the free-trade fic- 
tion that we should hive "higher prices 
on account of the tariff." Believing in 
it, ho a: ted upon it and bought immense 
quantities of Welsh plate. He expected 
that the increased duty, whioh oame into 
effect about seven months ago, would be 
"added to the price." The free traders 
told him thin i', would, the protectionists 
told him that it would not. He believed 
the free traders. To-day he wishes that 
he had not, He hus failed in the sum n'. 
$200,000 just because the price of tin- 
plate would not advance to the American 
consumer, $200,000 is u small sum in the 
vast aggregate of our yearly trade in tin- 
plate, bnt it thas been enough for Mr. 
Davenport, and too much for his cred- 
itors.

MIL'HIEL TROUTMW'S DEATH. 


He Passed Away at 11 O'clock 


Last Night—The Autopsy—An 


Epitome of His Life, 


Michael Trontmao, who has for some 


months been sick, died at 11 o'clock last 
night at his home, No. 531 "West M»in 
street. His death was not unexpected as 
his sickness was of that character as to 
preclude his chances of recovery, arid es- 
pecially so during the past three weeks, 
when he was unable to leave bis home. 
A diagnosis ot hia case revealed the fact 
that at least one of the troubles existed 
in a cancer of the lower bowels, and it 
was decided that on operation was the 
cnly chance ot prolonging his lite. Hia 
physician, Dr. B. L. Walaton, decided 
this chance ot prolonging his life should 
be adopted, and Sunday, January 3, Dr. 
WaletoD, assisted by Drs. Ira N. Barnes 
and William Barnes successfully removed 
the cancer. The wound healed kindly 
and the patient became much better. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the wound 
continued to heal, the favorable symptoms 
noted after the operation passed away, 
and be gradually became worse until 
death resulted. During his sioknees it 
became evident that Mr. Troutman was 
also suffering from brain trouble, and 
this morning by consent of the family 
Dr. Waleton and Dr. Will Barnes mr.de 
a post mortem examination of the brain. 
The autopsy revealed u general diseased 
condition ot the brain, the right side 
being the worst. Springing from the 
dnramater, one and one-half inches in 
front and above the right ear, the sur- 
geons found a fibrous tumor, spherical 
in form, about one and one-half inches in 
diameter. This tumor, which it waa im- 
possible to remove during treatment, to 
gather with the general disease of the 
brain, caused his death. 


Michael Trontman was born in Bava- 


rin, May 3,1835, and at a very early age 
came with his parents to this country. 
His faini'y settled in Columbus, Ohio, 
where Michael grew to manhood. After 
attaining his majority he came to Deco. 
t«r in 1857. He remained but a short 
time, going South,' but after a year's 
absence returned, and since that time has 
made Deeatnr his home. He was married 
to Sophia Volk, who survives him, In 1860. 
The result of this union was six children, 
tour of whom are still living, "Elmer, 
Nora, and Clara ofDecatur and Mrs, P. 
K. Albert, of Guthrie, Oklahoma. 


Michael Troutman was a man controll- 


ed by an exceptionally strong will power 
which held him up under physical suf- 
ferings and 
adversities under which 


other men with less tenacity would have 
gone down. In 18GO the year of his mar- 
riage in an accident on the Illinois Cen 
inil railroad he lost a leg, At the time of 
the accident Le was in the employ of 
that corporation. 


He was a brick mason by trade and 


after securing an artificial limb he began 
working at his trade. This was difficult 
at first, on account of bis crippled condi- 
tion, but he persevered until he became 
able^to make a full hand. He soon be- 
came B contractor, and was financially 
successful. Some years ago lie left his 
business to his eon Elmer, F. H. Con- 
verse and Jnlins Kandall, who bad been 
in his employ, and retired from active 
business, settling down to enjoy life. 


The funeral will take place from the 


late residenee of the deceased at 10:30 
o'clock to-morrow, Kev. W. H. Penhalle- 
(?on officistiog.

"BADGE" STEVENS BURIED. 


He Was a Veteran of the Old 41at 


Regiment—The Inquest. 


The inquest on the body of "Badge" 


Stevens, killed on the Wabash road, be- 
low Oakland Park, Wednesday night, 
waa held by Coroner Bendnre last even- 
ing. The jnrymen were Dr. H. D. Heil, 
Dan Brintlinger, H. Boone, J. H. Manzy, 
John Roeemyer and O. K. Waggenmller. 
The witnesses were Dr. Heil, Henry 
Boone and Daniel Brintlinger. They 
told ot the character ot the injury on the 
head and tbe place where the body v 
found. 
It waa also stated thet Bob 


Warniok and Steven* were seen together 
in Decatar, both very drank, as late as II 
o'clock Wednesday night, and it was 
learned second-hand that W&rniok had 
parted company with Stevens, and had 
gone on to hia home near Boody. War- 
niok waa quoted as saying that he tried 
to get Stevens to walk along more rap- 
idly, but he waa contrary and would not 
budge. Warnick got tired and went on 
alone, supposing that Stevens would fol- 
low when he got ready. He said he left 
him on the railroad track. It must have 
been at some point near the West Main 
street crossing of the road. The body 
was found about 100 feet south of the 
crossing, the head of the deceased rest- 
ing face downward on his arms. The 
jury reviewed the evidence and returned 
a verdiot finding that Stevens came to hie 
death by being struck on tbe back of the 
head by a Wabash train. 


The body was taken away to-day by 


relatives and friends and laid to rest in 
the Salem cemetery southwest of Deea- 
tur. 


Francis M. Stevens was tbe name of 


the deceased. He was given the nick 
name of "Badge" by comrades in tbe 
army. He served bis country bravely as 
a member Co, E., 41st Illinois Begiment. 
He was in the service three years, and 
was one ot the beet soldiers ia the ranks. 
He went to the front at the call far troops 
and was honorably discharged. Badge 
had many good points in his make-up, 
which his friends remember and will 
never forget. He was in poor cironm- 
stauoes and waa striving to secure a pen- 
sion, but had not succeeded.

The Emma Bond. Case of 1882 


Revived—Tne Latest. 


The discovery ot the body of an infant 


in an alley at the rear ot a bonse of ill- 
repute at Joplin, Mo., brought to light 
the astonishing fact that Emma Bond 
under the name of Linn Leon, was an 
inmate of thn place, and had been since 
she parted from her Kansas husband 
Emma was the mother ol the child. II 
died, and was given to a party in tbe 
house to bury. Instead he threw it into 
the alley. 


Emma Bond was the central figure in 


1882 at Q rove City, over in Obristii 
oonnty in an awful sensation. The story 
which led to tbe arrest of Pettns, Mont- 
gomery and dementi is familiar to every 
newspaper reader in tbe country. At tbe 
time Miss Bond was a pretty teacher ant 
taught a school near Taylorville. One 
evening she failed to return to her board- 
ing house, and the next morning about 
o'clock the family where ehe waa etaymi 
was aroused by her moaning, They fotmc 
her in a pitiful condition and for weeks 
she lay in a precarious condition. She 
said that as she was about to leave the 
school bouse a man dropped from tbe 
lofi, threw H coat over her bead and with 
the assistance ot two other men lifted her 
into the loft and there the; assaulted ber 
repeatedly. The marks on the girl's body 
showed severe usage, and the report ot a 
physician added strength to her story 
She asserted that Lee Pettns was one o 
the men who assaulted her, and he and 
dementi, a farm hand, were arrested 
followed

rest of Montgomery. Tbe men were 
placed in the Taylorville jail, and the 
wildest excitement prevailed. A mob 
gathered and the doori of the jail were 
battered down and the men dragged onl 
to the nearest tree; they were snspeudei 
to the nearest tree until nearly dead anc 
then let down and told to confess. They 
protested that they were innocent, and 
the mob prepared to give them the final 
swing. The father of Emm* Bond ap- 
peared on tbe scene and begged the mob 
to desist, stating that if they were guilty 
the law would provido for their punish 
ment. Tbe men were returned to tbe 
jail and a change of venue was taken to 
Hillsboro, where

The excitement was so great that a news- 
paper correspondent naronwly escaped 
being mobbed because he expressed a 
belief that the men on trial were innocent. 
The jury brought in a verdict of not 
guilty, and the prisoners were released 


Emma Bond was an invalid for two 


years and the occurrence weighed so 
heavily on the mind of one of her uncles 
that he committed suicide. The general 
opinion is now that the men were inno- 
cent o[ the crime, and some ot tbe best 
physicians advance tbe belief that she 
was a victim of the worst form of hy 
term. After being the inmate of several 
questionable houses at Joplin site left for 
Pittsburg, Pa.

Indiana Surgical institute burned las 
night, the flames breaking out juat be 
fore midnight in the old annex, n Woe 
separated from the main building b 
just a narrow space.
